WOMEN and young people will be dis- 
proportionally hit by library cuts across 
Essex, the county council has been told 
as it warns around one-third of its 
libraries could close. 

The Star reported last week how 
Essex County Council had announced 
the potential closure of 25 of the 74 
libraries operating across the county 
affecting every district and including 
Chelmsford, Maldon and Braintree. 

A total of 25 were categorised as hav¬ 
ing service withdrawn "on the basis 
that because of relatively low demand, 
the availability of other services and 
considering the community served, a 
library service is not required in these 
locations.” 

Another 19 are at risk of closure if 
they cannot be run by the community 
or other partners with support from the 
council. 

But Councillor Susan Barker, the 
cabinet member in charge of imple¬ 
menting the potential changes, was 
told in a meeting the plans would dis¬ 
proportionately impact women and 
children first. 

"Looking at the demographics and 
usage, these cuts disproportionally 
impact women and children, children 
centre cuts disproportionally affect 
women and children, Councillor Julie 
Young said. 

"In the year that we celebrated 100 
years of women getting the vote I won¬ 
der why this administration always put 
women and children in the front line 
when cuts come." 

Cllr Barker said the concerns were 
covered by the county council's duties 
under the Equalities Act. 

A report by the council on the Essex 
Future Library Services Strategy lists 
and categorises every library in the 
county. 

Each library in each district is given a 
'proposed tier' which gives the libraries 
a number between one and four 
depending on what the council are 
suggesting they should do with that 
particular library. 

The libraries listed in tier one will be 
'retained' or kept open, while the 
libraries listed in tier four will be 'with¬ 
drawn' or closed. 

However, those in tiers two and three 
fall somewhere in between with the 
council considering alternative options 
for these libraries. 

Those that fall in tier two are likely to 
be kept open, but the council has 
included an alternative option that the 
library should be run by the commu¬ 
nity or other partners with council sup¬ 
port. 

If this is not available however, the 
libraries in tier two will be kept open

regardless "if no suitable offer is forth¬ 
coming over the life of the strategy.” 

Essex has the second-highest num¬ 
ber of libraries in the UK and is in the 
top-five counties nationally for spend¬ 
ing on libraries - but with increasing 
costs and declining usage, especially at 
some smaller libraries, the service is no 
longer viable in its current form. 

Councillor Ivan Henderson also 
asked about impact assessments on 
children's literacy, the loss of quiet 
study areas for children from crowded 
homes and the loss of broadband espe¬ 
cially for poorer families who need the 
internet for universal credit applica¬ 
tions. 

He said: "It says a high level of activ¬ 
ity will be carried out in tier one librar¬ 
ies and some in tier two. 

Cllr Henderson added: "How can 
you make judgements on tier two 
libraries with regard to deprivation lev¬ 
els on what activities you are going to 
supply in tier two when lots of the 
people living in those areas with tier 
two have serious levels of deprivation 


including in my area where it has 
gone up from 17 per cent to 28 per 
cent? 

"How are they going to be able to 
travel to the one district library 
which is nearest to them in Clac¬ 


ton from Harwich to access those 
full levels of activities that the peo¬ 
ple in Clacton will take for 
granted?" 

Cllr Barker told the meeting, 
which also heard concerns about 
library services in Stansted and 
Mersea, that the service needed to 
change to attract more people. 

She said: "We are not delivering 
what the public wants at the 
moment. 

"That is why they are not in our 
libraries." 

She said she wanted to see 
libraries with coffee shops and 
pre-school groups. 

"Take Dunmow library. They 
have a few things in there but they 
still need more," she said. 

"But there is a district council 
officer in there, a tourist informa¬ 
tion in there, we have two small 
private rooms that can be hired 
out to groups, why can't it also be a 


place where you can collect your 
Amazon parcel, why can't you use 
your swipe card to get in? 

"It works in other places, why 
not in Essex? 

"It's about making it a better 
environment so people do want to 
come in there. 

"I have visited all 74 libraries, 
there were a few that were busy 
and vibrant but they were few and 
far between. It's not where people 
want to be.” 

The council has now agreed that 
the draft strategy and needs assess¬ 
ment report is publicly consulted 
on for a 12-week period 
from November 29 to February 20, 
2019. 

It has also agreed that a further 
report is brought back to the cabi¬ 
net in summer 2019 following the 
consideration of the public 
comments to approve the final 
strategy.

COMMITTED NEARLY 700 BURGLARIES

A PROLIFIC thief who was dubbed a 
'one-man crimewave' and admitted 
committing nearly 700 burglaries 
has died. 

His family have said that a 'piece 
of Harlow has gone' since he passed, 
and a large memorial shrine has 
been put up in his memory. 

Bradley Wernham had a difficult 
time growing up, with his mum, 
Sharon, and grandmother Pauline, 
briefly speaking of his time in a 
young offenders' institute from as 
young as 12. 

But they said he was a different 
man to the offences on his record, 
and that he was "a lovely boy with a 
golden heart.” 

Bradley was 27 when he died last 
week, after he was reported missing 
on November 19. 

Essex Police carried out enquiries 
to try to find him, but the search was 
suspended after a man's body was 
found near Gilston in Hertfordshire 
a few days later on November 23. 

Bradley's name had been in the 
limelight before, when he was sen¬ 
tenced for 662 crimes over a six year 
period. 

His prolific crimes were recorded

in local and national press and his 
face was then known as the 'one- 
man crimewave' who was responsi¬ 
ble for a crime spree worth £lmil- 
lion. 

He was spared jail when he was 
18-years-old and offered a once-in- 
a-lifetime chance to change his life 
of crime around when handed a 
rent-paid home with a previous 
partner in Chelmsford. 

He was ordered to carry out 150 
hours work as part of a three-year 
community order. 

On October 2, 2009, fudge Chris-

topher Ball QC said: "This is a 
unique solution - we're holding our 
breaths. 

''This is about as unusual a sen¬ 
tencing hearing case I have ever 
come across. 

''To find someone who owns up to 
over 640 offences covering a six-year 
period whilst he has another 20-odd 
before court is a very, very unusual 
situation” 

When he spared him jail, Brad 
was also given a six month cur¬ 
few to take place 
between 11pm and 
6am, and was 


behind a staggering 500 per cent 
spike in burglaries in Chelmsford. 

At the time, his counsel, fames 
Howard, claimed that certain activi¬ 
ties that were supposed to have hap¬ 
pened did not and police were 
meant to visit him and 'take him 
under their wing! 

He admitted attempted burglary 
at Avenue Road, Witham, on fanu- 
ary 5, and a further charge of caus¬ 
ing £100 damage to a window at the 
same property was ordered to lie 
on file. 

He was eventually 
handed a five-year

He was sent to college at the tax¬ 
payers' expense as he had indicated 
a willingness to turn his life around 
and helped police with other inquir¬ 
ies. 

The following year, on April 8, he 
apparently blew his “last chance',' 
when he was held in custody after 
admitting attempting to break into a 
home in Witham in fanuary, months 
after his “fresh start" 

Police began following Bradley 
after they grew suspicious he was 


Bradley was 
released after 18 
months into his 
five-year impris¬ 
onment when he 
was 21 years old. 
The release, that 
equated to less than 
one day inside per 
burglary, sparked out¬ 
rage. 

When confronted by the Essex 
Chronicle, in February 2012, he 
refused to apologise for his reign of 
terror, and asked the paper for 
£5,000 for his 'story! 

“You don't know the half of what 
I've done," he said. 

Following his death, Brad's family 
have claimed there was a different 
side to the 27-year-old, that those 
who really knew him were aware of. 

His grandmother, Pauline, said: 
“He was always talking with his 
friends, he had a big character.

I Rehabilitation plan backfired

JUDGE Ball admitted his 
"gamble" had backfired when he 
tried to give Bradley a fresh start. 

Judge Ball told Chelmsford 
Crown Court on August 12,2010: 
"There are more ways of making 
life safer for the public than 
locking people up. 

"There is real scope for these 
aspects of rehabilitation to take 


place in the community and 
occasionally, in cases such as 
this, the risk of failure is justified. 
It was a unigue case." 

He said at the time that 
Chelmsford Prison was bursting 
at the seams and its wardens 
cannot rehabilitate all inmates, 
and to look at other ways to 
"cure" offenders. 



"He made people laugh, some 
people would come to see him and 
say 'I haven't laughed that much in 
years! 

"He made people happy and he 
was very funny." 

His cousin, Alex, added: "He put 
everyone else before himself he was 
a people person. His favourite place 
was his nan's house." 

His aunt, Kelly Bower, said: "Now 
that Brad has gone, a piece of Har¬ 
low has gone too. 

"I remember when he was 11, and 
he said people were coming down to 
Harlow and they didn't have any¬ 
where to sleep," said Pauline. 

"He asked me to put them up and 
he took the quilt covers and pillows 
from his mum for them. He was very 
caring." 

Brad's mum, Sharon, remem¬ 
bered: "If he saw homeless people 


he would go and get them chips and 
make sure they had been fed." 

She added: "He will never be for¬ 
gotten." 

Louise, Bradley's partner, had 
known him for years and they first 
began dating two years ago, before 
rekindling their relationship a few 
months before he died. 

She said: "He was amazing I saw 
him everyday he was there for me 
and he was changing his life. 

"I have known him for ages, he 
was such a lovely person and he was 
absolutely the best boyfriend ever. 

"He would say that I was beautiful 
and I felt secure with him. He was 
proud of being with me and I was 
proud of being with him. 

"We got on brilliantly - he got on 
well with my kids and we'd go out as 
a family. 

"He would have everyone in 


stitches and he made everyone 
laugh." 

Louise said she is finding comfort 
in wearing his clothes and the 
memorial shrine that has been put 
up in The Stow in Harlow. 

The mum-of-five added that she 
has spent most of her time at Brad's 
tree memorial since they found out 
he had passed, and has been 
'dragged away' at night. 

She added: "It's such a shame, I 
knew when he didn't come home 
something was wrong, I could feel 
something in my heart of hearts. 

"I even miss his snoring. I miss 
him everyday. 

"He still has his key and it's nice to 
think he can come home from 
heaven and let himself in. 

"He can get into bed with me and 
give me a kiss like he would do every 
night. He said I would never have to 


sleep alone again, I know he will be 
there. 

"It's devastating." 

"He was under the age of 18, he 
was a child when a lot of that hap¬ 
pened," said Sharon, speaking of his 
crimes. 

"He's not that person, he is a lovely 
person." 

Pauline added: "He had TICs 
(Offences to be taken into Consider¬ 
ation), but he didn't do all 
that they think he did." 

Looking back to 
15 years ago, 
when Brad was 
a child, his 
family have 
said he had a 
difficult time 
with the law 
due to his 
TICs. 

They also said 
his Antisocial 
Behaviour Order 
(ASBO) was confusing 
which would lead to him not know¬ 
ing what road he was allowed to 
walk down to get home and the 
police would then arrest him. 

His mum, speaking of her son 
'maturing since the offences,' also 
said: "When he was in the national 
papers I got through it. 

"He was a boy lost in the system. If 
people had to say anything about 
him, considering all the bad press, 
everybody knew him as a lovely boy 
with a golden heart. 

"That is what people are putting 


online." 

Alex, Brad's cousin, said: "We 
knew that something bad had hap¬ 
pened as he wouldn’t do anything to 
upset his mum or nan. 

"He wouldn't do anything to make 
them suffer and they knew straight 
away." 

Sharon added: "He wanted to help 
kids, that was his plan, he wanted to 
change things and help people as he 
knew he didn't have that help years 
ago, that was his aspiration in 
life. 

"He deserves respect 
at last, he has been 
portrayed as a bad 
person." 

Pauline added: 
"When someone 
has passed away 
everyone deserves 
that bit of respect. 
The things that hap¬ 
pened were 12 years 
ago." 

A memorial shrine by a tree at 
The Stow has been set up to remem¬ 
ber Bradley, filled to the brim with 
messages, cards and candles in the 
days after the news broke he had 
passed away. 

Those that knew the 27-year-old, 
his friends and his family have all 
added to the shrine and want others 
to know they can visit if they ever 
want to remember him and find 
comfort there. 

Louise said: "People have got 
somewhere to go and to share their 
memories."

RESIDENTS of a seemingly 
quiet residential area have 
described the reality of living on 
a "rowdy” street where fighting, 
people urinating in the streets 
and antisocial behaviour is a 
common occurance. 

Market Street in Old Harlow is 
not only home to a group of resi¬ 
dents, but it also houses three 
pubs that are all within a mile of 
each other. 

Neighbours have shared hor¬ 
ror stories of seeing people uri¬ 
nate on their cars, getting pints 
thrown over them and witness¬ 
ing horrific assaults on their 
door step. 

This weekend, police rushed 
to the road after reports of a 
large group of people fighting at 
around 1.30am on Saturday. 

The road was closed after four 
men aged 35,38,41 and 58, were 
all found suffering from head 
injuries. 

Three men, who were seen 
running away from the scene, 
were then arrested. 

A police spokesman said: "We 
arrested a 23-year-old man and 
an 18-year-old man on suspi¬ 
cion of assault and a 27-year-old 
man on suspicion of possession 
of drugs." 

The men have since been 
released under investigation. 

One resident, who wished to 
remain anonymous, explained 
how they weren't surprised by 
the heavy police presence and 
regularly gets woken up by 
"shouting and screaming." 

The female resident said: "We 
woke up to really loud scream¬ 
ing and shouting but that is what 
usually happens here. 

"No one wants to live here 
anymore. There are fights, peo¬ 
ple leave their glasses every¬ 


where and I have to clear it up. 

"One time there was a fight 
and one of the residents came 
out to try and stop it. 

"Then they beat him up and 
left him unconscious." 

Another neighbour has called 
for CCTV in the area to help 
deter criminal behaviour, after 
she rang the police about this 
weekend's incident. 

She said: "We have had many 
meetings down this street about 
some of the issues, it is getting 
ridiculous. 

"Every weekend something 
happens. Last weekend I also 
phoned the police about some¬ 
thing else. 

"There are fights and antiso¬ 


cial behaviour all the time. 

"On Saturday night there was 
a hysterical girl and I could hear 
a boy shouting. 

"This is a residential area with 
three pubs. We are going to the 
council and we are going to ask 
for CCTV. We need more polic¬ 
ing as it is horrendous." 

There are three pubs on this 
road including The Chequers, 
the Marquis Lounge and The 
Crown sandwiched in between 
a busy residential area. 

The Crown closes its doors at 
midnight on Friday and Satur¬ 
day and 10.30pm on a Sunday 
meanwhile the Chequers closes 
at lam on Friday and Saturday 
and 10.30pm on Sunday. 


Opposite the residential road 
is a busy hub of cafes, restau¬ 
rants and businesses. 

One of those businesses is a 
family-run estate agents called 
Howick and Brooker Partner¬ 
ship, where fames Howick 
works. 

He explained how the estate 
agent's shop window had been 
smashed on Saturday (Novem¬ 
ber 24) causing shards of glass to 
cover the office floor. 

fames explained: "I walked 
into the mess. People don't real¬ 
ise, but young children go in 
here. 

"Since the beginning of the 
summer since the pubs have 
been allowed to open later there 
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A DISPERSAL order has been 
put in place to tackle anti-social 
and violent behaviour from 
patrons of pubs and bars around 
Market Street this weekend. 

The order, which will come into 
force at 6pm, will cover Park Hill 
and Broadway Avenue to the 
west, where Jocelyns and Station 
Road meet in the north, Garden 
Terrace Road and where Wayre 
Street meets the High Street to 
the east and London Road to the 
B183 roundabout to the south. 

The order will run until 6am on 
Sunday, December 2, and gives 
officers the power to move people 
from the area who are acting in 
an anti-social or violent way. 
Anyone who is asked to move on 
can be prevented from returning 
to the area for 48 hours after 
they have breached the dispersal 
order.

We 
get a lot of trouble here ." 

Tania Boyce, the licensee at the 
Marquis Lounge, believes her pub 
has done all it possibly can to 
tackle anti-social behaviour in the 
area. 

She said: "Neighbours have 
been in here screaming and 
shouting. 

"I can only police my pub while 
we're open, and we've bent over 
backwards to do everything we 
can to help the situation. It's 
becoming a bit of a pain. 

"On Fridays and Saturdays we 
close at 11.30pm, so what hap¬ 
pened at the weekend was two 


hours after we'd closed." 

But Tania believes that anti¬ 
social behaviour around pubs and 
bars is not just a problem in Old 
Harlow. 

"Wherever you have a pub 
you're going to get drunk people, 
and you're going to get noise in 
most areas like this," she said. 

"We do get the odd fight out¬ 
side, maybe we need more polic¬ 
ing, but our pub has done every¬ 
thing that's been requested of it to 
tackle the problem. 

"We even have plastic glasses 
now, so we've done everything we 
can." 

The father explained how one 


time he had a pint thrown over 
him after witnessing someone uri¬ 
nating on his car. 

He explained: "I had a pint of 
cider thrown over me when some¬ 
one was peeing on my car and I 
asked them to stop. The lady 
down the road had her door 
smashed in. 

"Last week I had to dial the 
police, it woke my three-year-old 
up. I could hear loads of arguing 
and three police cars turned up. 

"It would be a lot easier if they 
put CCTV in. I've lived here all my 
life but in the last year I don't feel 
comfortable anymore. 

"There are lots of families and 
children here. 

"Behind the pub, nobody uses 
their front doors. 

"One guy caught someone pee¬ 
ing on his car but didn't want to go 
outside because of the back lash. 

"It's never been as bad as it is 
now. Someone is going to be 
killed." 

A Harlow Council spokesperson 
said: "We share residents' con¬ 
cerns about the ongoing incidents 
of anti social behaviour in Market 
Street. 

"In response to residents' con¬ 
cerns we have spoken to Essex 
Police and this Thursday, our 
Community Safety, Licensing and 
Environmental Health teams 
will be meeting with Essex Police 
to discuss what further can 
be done to address the issues 
and what we can do to help the 
police. 

"We have received requests for 
extending the CCTV coverage. 

"We are giving this serious con¬ 
sideration, which includes identi¬ 
fying funding. 

"This will be discussed further 
on Thursday and we will keep res¬ 
idents updated." 

Both The Crown and The Cheq¬ 
uers have been contacted for 
comment.

Ebbs Artez lured 
his lone victim to

A MAN from Harlow has been 
found guilty of attempted rape. 

Ebbs Artez lured his lone victim 
to The Water Gardens car park in 
the early hours of May 19. 

He was found guilty by a jury on 
Thursday. 

During his trial, the court heard 
how Artez, 25, of Milwards, told 
police that he "did not penetrate” 
the woman when he was arrested. 

He stated that he had at first 
been trying "to help” the victim 
and that he knew "for a fact” he did 
not penetrate her. 

On May 18 this year, the victim 
had been on a night out with her 
friends before leaving the club at 
around 3.30am the next morning. 

Prosecuting, Joanne Eley read 
out a statement from PC Thomas 
Butler, who visited the 34-year-old 
at home at around 6.40am. 
She was lying on the sofa covered 
in blanket. 

In the statement, PC Butler said: 
"She was visibly upset and crying. I 
sat down on the sofa and asked her 
what happened. 

"She replied, 1 had gone on a 
night out with my friends and then 
we got in a taxi to go home, but 
we shared it with a man who 
was OK at first but then got aggres¬ 
sive and pinned me up against a 
wall in a car park by my wrists!' 


When asked by PC Butler which 
car park she was referring to, the 
victim said: "The one in town, by 
Asda.” The town centre supermar¬ 
ket is near The Water Gardens. 

PC Butler then went on to say 
the victim then seemed to blame 
herself. 

"She turned her face the other 
way and said 'Why me? What did I 
do? 

He forced himself on me," he 
said. "She kept saying things like, 
'What did I do? Was it what I was 
wearing? Did I lead him on?' 

"She kept blaming her¬ 
self." 

The court heard 
he asked her if she 
had had sexual 
intercourse and 
the woman 
looked away and 
sobbed into the 
sofa. 

Accompanying 
PC Butler was PC 
Moore, who asked if 
she had consented. 

The woman shook her 
head and described the man as a 
black male but would not talk any 
further. 

Later on that day at around 
1.30pm, PC Charlotte O'Brian 
arrested Artez. 

Upon arrest, he said: "If it's 
about last night, I cannot remem¬ 
ber, I was drunk.” 

In the police car before they left 


for custody, he said: "I know for a 
fact I didn't penetrate her." 

Then, during the car journey he 
said: "For the first 20 minutes I 
tried to help her." 

A security guard approached 
Artez and the victim in the car 
park. 

Artez claimed they knew each 
other. 

The victim was helped to get a 
taxi home and police were con¬ 
tacted about the incident. 

Artez denied a charge of 
attempted rape and stood 
trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on 
November 12.

CAMPAIGNERS have launched a 
petition against plans to cut the 
number of beds by half at a Harlow 
respite centre. 

The Harlow Labour Party has 
launched the petition following a 
temporary decision by Essex Coun¬ 
cil Council (ECC) to close one of the 
two flats at The Maples Respite Cen¬ 
tre. Labour's parliamentary candi¬ 
date, Laura McAlpine, said: "It is 
utterly disgraceful that Conservative 
controlled Essex County Council 
plan to halve the beds that The 
Maples Respite Centre currently 
provide. 

"The service is vital to Harlow and 
is already oversubscribed. Perni¬ 
cious Tory cuts are having a disas¬ 


trous effect on our town - Harlow 
Labour are already fighting against 
the closure of our libraries and now 
we, and the residents of Harlow, are 
having to fight to ensure that some 
of the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in our community 
are not let down by 
yet more cuts." 

However ECC 
says there is no 
basis for claims 
that the centre, 
which provides 
short term care for 
children with disa¬ 
bilities and their par¬ 
ents, is oversub¬ 
scribed, or that there is a 
long waiting list. 

The council says the decision to 
close one of the two-fully staffed 


flats comes following a reduction in 
demand for residential respite care 
in Essex and no long-term decisions 
have been made. 

Councillor Dick Madden, 
ECC's cabinet member 
for children and fami¬ 
lies, said: "The 
number of fami¬ 
lies that use resi¬ 
dential respite 
care in Essex 
has fallen. 

"The change 
to respite provi¬ 
sion at the 
Maples Centre in 
Harlow is in 
response to this 
reduced demand. 

"Having two fully-staffed flats 
which are open but under-used is

not ideal and limits our ability to 
develop other services for parents.

MOTORIST HAD PLEADED GUILTY TO CAUSING 


INJURY BY DANGEROUS DRIVING

A MOTORIST left a cyclist "at the 
side of the road to die" after knock¬ 
ing him off his bicycle - while he was 
disqualified from driving. 

A cyclist in his 50s was knocked 
unconscious after a collision with a 
car in Magdalen Laver, near North 
Weald. 


overtaking the cyclists. 

"Mr Castle described that section 
of road as being straight but narrow 
and his initial thought on seeing the 
car approach was 'what a stupid 
place to overtake?' 

Ms Gardiner went on to tell the 
court that Mr Castle estimated the 
car to be travelling at 30mph and 
that he realised he would have to 
take evasive action and move closed 






Kieran Smith, of High Laver Road 
in Matching Green, drove into the 
back of Duncan Castle's bicycle after 
becoming angry and frustrated on 
November 5, 2017. 

Mr Castle was knocked off his bike 
and suffered serious head injuries. 

Following the collision Smith 
drove away from the scene "acceler¬ 
ating aggressively" leaving Mr Castle 
lying in the road unconscious. 

Smith was later arrested by police 
and appeared before Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Wednesday, 
November 21, after pleading guilty 
to causing serious injury by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecuting, 
told the court how Mr Castle, who is 
a former Metropolitan Police Officer, 
an experienced cyclist had traveled 
along Wind Hill numerous times 
previous to the day of the incident. 

"Mr Castle left his home just after 
midday in order to complete a two 
hour training ride," she said. 

"He was travelling at around 18 to 
19 miles per hour, riding with his 
hands on top of the bars and with his 
shoes clipped in place, about two 
feet from the verge. 

"For safety reasons he uses a rear 
light that is permanently pulsing red 
and he was wearing a helmet. 

"Mr Castle said that he saw a 
group of cyclists about 75 metres 
ahead travelling in the opposite 
direction. 

"Almost at the same time he saw a 
Volkswagen vehicle in the process of

contact with the 
door mirror. 

The court 

heard how 

Smith was then 
seen to turn his 
car around, and 
then proceed to 
drive towards Mr 
Castle, by the three 
cyclists on the road and a 
separate driver. 

Ms Gardiner explained how one 
witness, who was driving a car 
behind Smith, had seen him over¬ 
take the cyclists. 

The court heard how the other 
driver estimated Smith was going 
over 50mph. 

The other cyclists went to Mr Cas¬ 
tle's aid finding him "bleeding and 
unconscious" on the road. 

A nearby resident came out of his 
house and called the ambulance. 

Mr Castle was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital with a suspected 
bleed on the brain, a severe cut to 
his temple, grazing and bruising, a 
swollen hip and injured shoulder. 

Two victim impact statements 
written by Mr Castle were read out 


to the court by Ms 
Gardiner. 

In them he 
described his inju¬ 
ries and how although 
mostly healed he is still 
suffering some pain and 
lasting effects of the crash. 

The court heard how Smith has a 
number of previous offences going 
back to 2003, when he was still a 
juvenile, for driving a car whilst dis¬ 
qualified or without insurance. 

In September 2017, just a month 
before he knocked Mr Castle off his 
bike, Smith had been sentenced for 
failing to stop after an accident and 
driving a vehicle without due care 
and attention. 

Clare Leslie, speaking in mitiga¬ 
tion for Smith, said: "[Smith] comes 
to court today knowing the reality 
and he comes therefore prepared. 
He has stated 'I must be punished 
for what I have done.' 

"He has described the period of 
time since the offence as struggling 
to come to terms knowing he has 


hurt someone. [Smith] has struggled 
since a young age and has a record 
of convictions. 

"He has described a troubled and 
unsettled childhood and now as an 
adult has continued to have issues 
with alcohol and drugs, namely 
cocaine. 

"At the time of the incident he was 
clean. He was working and had his 
own shop as a nutritional planner." 

The court heard Smith has an 
eight-year-old son who lives with his 
mother, but who stays with Smith 
and his grandmother (Smith's 
mother) every weekend. 

"In explaining this to his son, he 
says he had to tell him 'when you do 
things wrong there are conse¬ 
quences," said Ms Leslie. 

"That remorse is genuine and he 
seeks to blame no one but himself." 

fudge Christopher Morgan said to 
Smith: "When you turned your car 
around and the red mist descended 
you intended to take your frustration 
out on this cyclist. 

"He had done nothing wrong. 



"You know that you had no justifi¬ 
cation for this response. You decided 
in your anger to turn your car 
around. 

"You say you lost control, but the 
point you drove towards him, you 
drove in such a manner a collision 
was inevitable. 

"You fled the scene, for all you 
knew you had left him at the side of 
the road to die." 

Smith was sentenced to 30 months 
imprisonment, of which he will 
serve half, for causing serious injury 
whilst driving. 

Additionally he was disqualified 
from driving for a total of three years 
and three months and will have to 
complete an extended driving test to 
get his licence back. 

Smith also faced charges of driv¬ 
ing with no licence, driving with no 
insurance, failing to stop after an 
accident and failing to report an 
accident. 

His licence will be endorsed to 
show these charges and Smith was 
order to pay a court surcharge.

The team keeping 
air travellers safe 
and recycling all 
confiscated food 


Negotiating security at Stansted Airport is the tedious bit before the start of 
an adventure. But have you ever wondered what goes into making sure your 
flight is safe? Paige Ingram spent a morning with security staff to find out 


"TO think back to people bringing 
bottles of wine - we used to smoke in 
the rest room air-side but you cringe 
now, it just wouldn't be allowed." 

A lot has changed since Anita Har¬ 
rison started as a part-time seasonal 
worker at Stansted Airport 14 years 
ago. 

Now head of security, she was the 
ideal person to take me through the 
process of ensuring our safety. 

In June this year 2.6 million pas¬ 
sengers passed through Stansted 
and a minimum of 12,000 bags are 
searched a day at the aiport. 

To make the security process 
quicker two years ago 11 full body 
scanners were bought and installed. 

Anita said: "The scanners allow us 
to do directive searches, they can 
pick up any heat that doesn't look 
consistent with the rest of the body. 

"They can detect drugs, weapons 
and other explosives quicker and 
safer than a stop a search could, but 
at the end of the day drugs aren't 
going to bring a plane 
down."

ing the process even 
faster. 

Anita then took me into 
a back room where around 20 
staff conduct the remote screening 
process. 

The room was silent and each per¬ 
son had three computer screens 
showing; the X-ray image, a top 
down image and a side on image of 
each bag that passed through the 
machine. 

On average each bag takes a mem¬ 
ber of staff nine seconds to process, 
and there were team leaders on 
hand monitoring the staff efficiency. 

Staff in this area of security require

such high levels of concentration 
that they are only required to work 
for 20 minutes before taking a ten 
minute break, and they can only do 
this for up to two hours a day. 

Anita said: "Hopefully within the 
next two years all 22 lanes of security 
will have remote screening technol¬ 
ogy. You never ignore your gut, it's 
called profiling, they look 
out for strange behav¬ 
iour which really 
sticks out when 
there is a crowd of 
5,000 people." 


All members of 
security at the 
airport undergo 
a three week 
training pro¬ 
gramme, which 
involves two weeks 
of theoretical based 
classroom learning and a 
weeks practical work in the ter¬ 
minal. 

In the training area is a cabinet 
containing items confiscated in the 
airport, including an array of large 
machine guns and knives. 

"Different airports have different 
items in their cabinets because there 
is a different profile of passengers in 
each area," explained Carol Morgan 
a training officer. 

And Danny Hammond, also a 
training officer, said: "Just walking 
into the room and seeing the cabi¬ 


nets is a scary experience, I don't 
think people expect to see them on 
display. 

"While we display them whole, 
the training teaches them to recog¬ 
nise the different components of the 
bombs and guns not just the whole 
thing. 

"The course makes them under¬ 
stand why we do the things we do 
and people often come out of the 
course changing the way they feel 
about security. 

"We get a lot of ex-prison officers 
that are used to doing hands-on 
strip searches, and we have to try to 
change their mindset, it's all about 
getting to know the environment so 
when something isn't normal it 
sticks out." 

As you might imagine, with 14 
years' experience at the airport Anita 
has seen it all. 

"Once a woman came through 
security wearing a big fur coat, she 
was asked to take it off and she was a 
bit reluctant, after being asked again 
she took it off and she was com¬ 
pletely naked underneath," she said. 

"Once a guy saw a plane on the 
runway and he thought it was his so 
he pressed the fire alarm thinking it 
would stop it taking off without him, 
police were called and it created a 
massive scene." 

Anita's team also work closely 
with the police when a passenger 
breaches security but also the 




RSPCA when animals are involved. 

She said: "Once I remember a 
man tried to smuggle two budgies in 
a cage in his rucksack and our team 
only noticed it because they saw a 
water drip straw. 

"Another strange one was a pas¬ 
senger carved out the bottom of 
their suitcase, filled it with water and 
put live lobsters inside, we have also 
had giant crabs in bags too, and a 
man who tried to smuggle a chame¬ 
leon by hiding it in his pocket." 

Anita revealed that the team aim 
to get each passenger through secu¬ 
rity within ten to 15 seconds, but 
said that varies according on the 
season. 

Anita said: "In winter it takes peo¬ 
ple a lot longer because they wear all 
their coats and a lot more layers so 
they take up more trays at security." 

The airport is at its busiest 
between 4-7am then 10am and then 
again at 4pm with Friday mornings 
and Sunday 
nings being 
the busiest 
times of 
the week.

and hen dos, people tend to travel 
for a long weekend thats why Sun¬ 
day is not the sleepy day in air travel - 
its the busiest day." 

In the run up to Christmas 47,000 
to 48,000 passengers pass through 
Stansted, but on Christmas day only 
ten to 15 flights leave the airport. 

Anita said: "We put up Christmas 
lights, the staff wear Christmas 
jumpers, we have choir singers, its a 
much different vibe here." 

She added: "At least a tonne of 
goods are confiscated every day, its 
unfortunate really because people 
have clearly gone and bought really 
lovely things, like Tiptee jam and 
tinned fruit and we get lots of 
Marmite because they don't sell it in 
the rest of Europe." 

For the last two years the airport 
has donated the confiscated food to 
Harlow Foodbank. 

Anita said: "We don't want anyone 
to lose an item, but we teamed up 
with the Harlow Foodbank because 
its a good community thing to 
do, we either throw it away or 
reuse it, and we would rather it be 
reused." 

The Harlow Foodbank, located on 
Housham Hall Farm, operates a 
5000sq foot warehouse, and receives 
around four to five tonnes of dona¬ 
tions from the airport each year. 
Gary Knott, co-founder and 
director of the Michael Rob¬ 
erts Charitable Trust, which 
operates the Foodbank, 
is hopeful that other 
airports will follow 
suit. 

He said: "It's crim¬ 
inal when you hear 
about food being 
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thrown away, so when Stansted Air¬ 
port approached us with the idea it 
was a no-brainer, we were really 
keen to get involved. 

"We have had all sorts of food 
donated, from baked beans, peanut 
butter and Marmite to the top range 
jams from Buckingham Palace and 
Harrods. 

"We put together a dedicated 
team of volunteers called 'the all 
sorts' who go to the airport every 
week and sort through the range of 
foods, they check their use by date, 
clean the packaging if it needs clean¬ 
ing and discard any broken or open 
items. 

"I think Stansted is quite a fore¬ 
runner for recycling, it's working 
well so far and I hope other airports 
will come forward and join in." 

So next time your items get confis¬ 
cated at security, whether it be food, 
drink or toiletries, and you watch as 
staff throw them in a red dustbin, 
know they being reused and going to 
help those in need. 



WHAT happens if you have a 
prohibited item in your bag? 

To speed up the security process, 
signs are displayed reminding 
passengers to discard of any 
prohibited liquids before they reach 
security. At security all hand luggage 
goes through an x-ray machine which 
detects potential abnormalities in 
density and heat of items. 

If the x-ray machine flags up an 
abnormality then a member of 
security staff will search the bag in 
the owner's presence. 

If the prohibited item is simply a 
liquid over the 100ml limit it will be 
discarded in the red dustbins, if it is 
more complex however staff can and 
will alert the police.

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Time to end 
town centre 
traffic misery 


ON behalf of Harlow's beleaguered 
citizens could I implore the town's 
council to have a fresh look at traffic 
flow through the town. 

Not in terms of main 
thoroughfares which seem to be 
endlessly modified, and by the time 
these schemes are completed the 
increased traffic has rendered them 
ineffective, despite months and 
years of upheaval. 

I'm talking more about the maze 
of streets which make up the 
majority of the town's area that have 
been strangled by the 
implementation of many 
inappropriate traffic calming 
schemes. From humps, ramps, road 
narrowing and chicanes to the 
ridiculous combined cycle/vehicle 
restrictors, which mostly remain in 
place despite causing more 
problems than they solve. 

There was a time when rush 
hours were just that, at the 
beginning and end of working 
days, but now the town 
snarls up virtually any 
time from early 
morning to late 
evening causing 
frustration to 
locals and 
visitors alike. 

Yes, other 
towns suffer 
similarly because 
of the unpredicted 
volume of traffic 
passing through their 
precincts but maybe Harlow 
could help itself by rethinking its 
ideas. 

I'm not suggesting that we speed 
up the traffic, merely ease the flow 
by making some simple, strategic 
and probably money saving 
changes. 

When the humps with road 
narrowing bollards were first 
installed, the council was forever 
having to replace damaged bollards, 
either hit by impatient drivers or 
vandalised. I see that many of these 
are still in place with only the 
severed remnants evident having 
not been replaced in years. 
Ironically, they remain as narrowing 
deterrents because drivers don't 



want to risk ripping their tyres by 
driving over them. 

Most of the existing traffic 
calming schemes are only effective 
when a vehicle passes over or 
through them, as many speed up 
rapidly again once passed. The only 
time slow speeds are achieved 
consistently is when there's a 
constant stream of traffic or in the 
areas of the town where there are so 
many cars parked between the 
calming measures that the 
congestion is constant. 

Frustration of drivers is a huge 
source of road rage and often results 
in accidents or confrontation. This 
is brought on by what drivers see as 
unnecessary delays or what are 
perceived as selfish acts by other 
road users. There is nothing more 
frustrating for a driver than waiting 
patiently at a road narrow only to 
see other vehicles join from a side 
road, having just arrived at the 
junction, and they have to give 
way to them because of 
the stipulated flow. 
Often, drivers are 
selfish to the point 
of recklessness 
and rush to claim 
their right of 
direction whilst 
others try to 
thwart this by 
ignoring the rules, 
whether they have 
been waiting or not, 
and head for the gap. It's 
when these extremes meet 
that accidents occur. 

What I would suggest, if only for a 
trial area and period of time, is that 
the narrowing element is, 
eliminated. By using humps only, 
more aggressive or closer together if 
necessary, the flow of traffic will be 
continuous but vehicles will still 
need to slow down. This could be 
very effective, particularly where the 
town's bus services have been 
hampered in negotiating their way 
through various narrowing 
measures and parked vehicles. 
Bringing a halt to the services in 
some areas. 

Instead of using tarmac or more 
expensive block paved ramps along 



with walls or bollards and 
associated signage, which require 
fairly regular maintenance, modern 
technology could be used to 
produce variable, cheaper and 
possibly portable devices. This 
would not only improve the flow of 
traffic but yield savings in the long 
term, particularly where sudden 
stopping at road narrowing devices 
has resulted in the road surface 
eventually breaking up. This effect 
has been witnessed by the state of 
Harlow roads over the last sharp 
winter and prolonged hot summer.

IT is very important that we do 
what we can to support all local 
businesses, including local 
farmers.

School library's transformation 
to prepare pupils for the future 



NEW DIGITAL SCANNEF 
WILL MAKE IT EASIER 
TO BORROW BOOKS 


TRANSFORMING a library with 
floor-to-ceiling book characters has 
heralded the start of a literacy push 
at a primary school. 

Cooks Spinney Primary Academy, 
in Harlow, is pulling out all the stops 
to ensure children have a love of 
books and read as much as possible. 

A graffiti artist has given the 
library a more exciting feel by cover¬ 
ing the walls with giant fungle Book 
characters and a new library system 
is encouraging children to read 
more. 

The school has signed up to the 
funior Librarian scheme which gives 
pupils more ownership of their 
reading. 

Whereas the old paper system 
meant pupils could only borrow one 
book from the library at a time, a 
new digital scanner enables them to 
take far more books home. 

The system, which sees children 
scan their book and a bar code next 
to their name to log what they are 
borrowing, can also recommend 
books to pupils based on what 
they are reading. 

Head teacher Neil Stir- 
rat said: "funior Librar¬ 
ian means the pupils 
can run the library 
themselves during their 
lunch breaks. 

"Older pupils can scan 
the books, whereas before they 
could only borrow books if they had 
an adult to help them with the pro¬ 
cess. 

"The whole school is having a big

push on vocabulary and 
reading this year, both 
inside and outside school. 

"We can make sure children are 
reading when in school, but we want 
them to also be stuck into books 
when at home." 


A recent book fair raised more 
than £1,100 which converts into new 
books for the school and a book 
swap is being set up to give families 
free access to more reading books 
for their children. 

Luke Wildig, assistant head 


teacher, said: "We have a number of 
disadvantaged families and so are 
always keen to find ways of provid¬ 
ing them with books free of charge. It 
is another way of encouraging our 
pupils to read at home. 

"Once it is set up and loaded with 


books, the book swap will run itself 
as pupils will be free to donate and 
select books themselves." 

The school is appealing for dona¬ 
tions of children's books to be taken 
into the school reception to be 
added to the swap.

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Hospital rated among best in the 
NHS for reducing pressure injuries 


TRAINING, public awareness and 
commitment to improved services 
have put Princess Alexandra Hospi¬ 
tal in Harlow among the top NHS 
trusts for reducing avoidable pres¬ 
sure ulcers (bed sores) in patients. 

The hospital's dedicated nurses, 
recently joined trusts across the 
country and the globe to mark 
Worldwide Pressure Injury Preven¬ 
tion Day. 

As part of the campaign, to help 
patients and the public recognize 
risk areas, they were handing out red 
stickers to show people where bed 
sores can occur. 

Specially-trained health workers, 
Agents for Nutrition and Tissue Via¬ 
bility (ANTs) have helped to change 
a key aspect of hospital care, which 
has put the Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust among top trusts for 
reducing pressure ulcers for patients 
staying at the hospital. 

For any patient in hospitals, bed 
sores are a major concern as 
they can cause pain, slow 
recovery and can lead to 
further complications 
when patients return 
home. 

The trust works hard 
to raise awareness of the 
condition to reduce inci¬ 
dence in the population, and 
staff were keen to use the day to 
spread the campaign message to 
'stop the pressure.' 

A pressure ulcer is an area of dam¬ 
age to the skin and underlying tissue 
that is caused by unrelieved pres¬ 
sure or friction. 

Severe ulcers are susceptible to 
infection and may even be life- 
threatening.

At least 20,000 
patients are in UK 
hospitals at any one 
time with pressure ulcers. 

Data is key to tackling the 
condition, so ANTs attached to the 
Critical Care Unit (CCU) developed 
a programme to ensure that all risks 
are monitored. 

This particularly focuses on pres¬ 
sure ulcers related to medical 
devices such as oxygen masks and 
feeding tubes. 

The ANTs developed procedures 
which ensure skin is properly 


checked underneath these devices, 
enabling them to see any problem 
areas and therefore prevent any 
damage. 

This change has resulted in a 
reduction in the number of pressure 
ulcers, with CCU not having a pres¬ 
sure ulcer incidence for over a year. 

An additional risk factor for bed 
sores is diet, and that is where the 
ANTs have been crucial. 

The trust now has a dedicated 
team of 188 ANTs, who have received 
extra training to provide them with 
increased knowledge, skills and 


awareness when caring for patients 
at risk operating throughout the hos¬ 
pital. 

Teams in two wards at the trust 
were determined to reduce the inci¬ 
dence of pressure ulcers, and a pro¬ 
gramme of work combined with 
determined leadership, have led to 
outstanding results: One ward has 
had no avoidable pressure ulcers for 
more than 500 days, while another 
ward has recorded 880 days. 

Recognition for both teams came 
in the form of the trust's Golden Tis¬ 
sue Viability awards. 


Sharon McNally, Director of Nurs¬ 
ing and midwifery at PAHT, said: 
"Our interventions have improved 
safety and prevented serious harm 
to hundreds of patients, and our tis¬ 
sue viability service has earned 
praise from the hospital regulators. 
Well done to all our TV service." 

The teams' success has attracted 
the attention of other partner trusts. 
Staff from Broomfield Hospital, 
Chelmsford, were among those who 
have made fact-finding visits to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital to gain an 
insight into the trust's methods.

Ralph goes global 



RALPH BREAKS THE INTERNET (PG) 

★★★★★ 


W HEN it comes to a sequel, go 
bigger or go home. Rich Moore 
and Phil Johnston's imaginative 
and deeply satisfying follow-up 
to the 2013 feel-good computer 
animation Wreck-It Ralph achieves the for¬ 
mer without straying far from the latter by 
propelling its coin-operated arcade game 
characters into the mind-boggling realms of 
the World Wide Web. 

Ralph Breaks The Internet expands its 
bewildering array of visual targets to include 
social media behemoths, video sharing por¬ 
tals and online shopping brands plus those 
irritating advertising pop-ups which multi¬ 
ply like a virulent fungus. 

The naivete of candy-coloured characters 
in their new home is mined for a steady 
stream of laughs. 

"We know where to go if we need a pair of 
goggles," chirps Ralph (voiced by John C 
Reilly) as he misreads the name of one 
search engine and an inaugural visit to an 
auction website leads to Ralph and best 
friend Vanellope von Schweetz (Sarah Sil¬ 
verman) merrily bidding against one 
another. 

A savvy, warm-hearted script credited to 
co-director Johnston and Pamela Ribon is 
punctuated by cautionary notes about 
viruses, the dark web and trolls. 

"First rule of the internet: Don't read the 
comments!" observes one guardian of the 
digital realm. 

Filmmakers responsible for Ralph Breaks 


The Internet can ignore these sage words: 
Comments for their briskly paced adven¬ 
ture should be overwhelmingly positive. 

Vanellope von Schweetz hurriedly aban¬ 
dons her Sugar Rush game when a young 
girl accidentally sheers off the steering 
wheel during a race. 

A replacement part is too costly for arcade 
owner Mr Litwak (Ed O'Neill) and he turns 
off the machine. 

"I haven't seen this many homeless char¬ 
acters since Space Invaders went down!" 
laments security guard Surge Protector 
(Phil Johnston). 

While the denizens of Sugar Rush are 
rehoused in other games, Ralph and Vanel¬ 
lope find a steering wheel on an auction 
website and have 24 hours to raise just over 
27,000 US dollars to honour their outland¬ 
ish bid. 

Ralph raises funds as an intent meme star 
on the Buzzztube channel run by algorithm 
Yesss (Taraji P Henson), and Vanellope puts 


the pedal to the metal in a Grand Theft 
Auto-esque game called Slaughter Race, 
which is the digitised dominion of sassy pet¬ 
rol head Shank (Gal Gadot). 

Ralph Breaks The Internet warms the 
cockles of our hearts then breaks them in 
tiny pieces with a sob-inducing finale that 
cleverly nods to the 1980s arcade classic 
Donkey Kong. 

A wealth of visual gags demands a second 
viewing and a protracted interlude in the 
Oh My Disney! fan site, populated by a bevy 
of animated princesses and characters from 
the Marvel and Star Wars stables, is a self- 
referential hoot. 

Reilly and Silverman beautifully convey 
the central friendship through various trials 
and tribulations. 

"Me and the kid are like shoes and socks, 
peanut butter and bacon. One cannot exist 
without the other," beams Ralph. 

We emerge from the cinema with simi¬ 
larly broad grins and tear-glistened cheeks. 



CREED II (12A)

DEEP-ROOTED nostalgia for Rocky fails to deliver a 
knockout blow in the eighth instalment of the long- 
running series, which punched well above its weight 
in 1977 by winning three Academy Awards including 
best picture and best director. 

Co-written by Sylvester Stallone, whose 
fingerprints are on the scripts to every bruising bout 
in the saga, Creed II unleashes the same flurry of 
emotional jabs as its brawny predecessor but these 
slick moves fail to connect squarely in a sequel that 
hankers for the past. 

Director Steven Caple Jr choreographs impressive 
sweat-drenched fight sequences between leading 
man Michael B Jordan and real-life German boxer 
Florian Munteanu - a hulking 6ft 4in man-mountain 
with eight-pack abs and a stone-cold stare to match 
his intimidating physical presence. 

Inside the ring, the film is on sure footing and 
there are familiar bursts of adrenaline for us as well 
as the characters as they dig deep to overcome 
dizzying blows and achieve glorious destinies. 

Away from the fisticuffs, Juel Taylor and Stallone's 
wistful script raises its gloves to earlier films, most 
explicitly Rocky IV, in which Soviet Union brawler 
Ivan Drago (Dolph Lundgren) delivered a fatal blow 
to Apollo Creed (Carl Weathers) then faced Rocky 
Balboa (Stallone) on home soil. 

More than 30 years after that epic showdown, 

Ivan is living in ignominy in Kiev, haunted by defeat 
and the breakdown of his marriage to wife Ludmilla 
(Brigitte Nielsen). 

In search of redemption, Ivan trains his only son 
Viktor (Munteanu), moulding his offspring into a 
perfect physical specimen and a fearsome 
contender for the heavyweight championship belt in 
the possession of Rocky's protege, Adonis Creed 
(Michael B Jordan). 

"That kid was raised in hate,” Rocky warns Adonis, 
who arrogantly believes he can overcome Drago 
junior without the backing of his mentor and corner 
man. 

Adonis prepares to defend his title with singer- 
songwriter fiancee Bianca (Tessa Thompson) and his 
mother (Phylicia Rashad) in his corner. 

Creed II lays on the tortured father-son dynamics 
with a trowel as Caple Jr ticks off a familiar list of 
tropes: Pre-match tension, a near-fatal setback, 
hard-fought rehabilitation, a graveside confessional 
and grandstand final showdown. 

Jordan, Stallone and Thompson ease back into 
their comfortable roles while Lundgren has far 
richer dialogue for his second appearance as Drago. 

He sparks winning screen chemistry with 
imposing newcomer Munteanu. 

Syrupy romantic interludes between Adonis and 
Bianca struggle to up the emotional stakes as the 
film slugs its way into an unnecessary third hour. 
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Complex characters like 
those I've played, don't 

come along that often 

Fifty Shades star Jamie Dornan, 36, reunites with the writer-director 
of The Fall for new Irish BBC drama Death And Nightingales. Fie tells 
us what to expect from the dramatic tale of secrets and lies 


Tell us about Death And Nightingales 

IT'S a dark drama centred on a relatively 
dysfunctional family called the Winters. Beth 
is the protagonist and on the eve of her 23rd 
birthday, things have culminated to get her to 
a point where she wants to make a huge 
decision. 

What about your character? 

I PLAY Liam Ward, who comes into her life a 
year before and turns it upside down. We 
don't know a huge amount about him, he's 
quite mysterious and you get a sense that 
there's something lurking underneath that 
isn't very nice, maybe a little bit sinister. He 
changes the dynamic of the whole story. 

We don't know what his intentions are but 
we get a feeling of an undercurrent of 
something sinister. He has a big impact on 
proceedings of the story. 

You worked with Allan Cubitt (writer- 
director) on The Fall. How was it working 
with him again? 

I DIDN'T really have to think about working 
with him again. If he wants me to do anything 
for the rest of my career then I will do it 
because in many ways he gave me my career. 
He cast me in The Fall and he had to very 
much fight for it. That changed my 
professional life in a huge way, I'm eternally 
indebted to him. 

When Allan came knocking for Death And 
Nightingales and I knew quite far in advance 
he was writing it with me in mind, and I felt 
very lucky. I just love him and we have a 
shorthand and understanding of each other 
on how we both like to approach the work. 

It's invaluable when you work with 
someone you've worked with for six years and 
it makes things a lot easier on set when he 
doesn't have to say much to know what he 
wants from me. 

You seem to enjoy playing complex 
characters? 

YOU want every character you play to be 
multi-faceted and complex. Allan and I have 
history with me playing one of the most 
complex characters that I may ever have the 
chance to play. 

Any time you have the opportunity to play 
someone that there's more to them than 
meets the eye, you have to jump at that - they 
don't come along that often. 

You see a lot of two-dimensional characters 
on screen but Liam Ward is so much more 
than that and there's a lot of juiciness to get 
stuck into. He was a real treat to play.

You star alongside Irish actress Ann 
Skelly. Tell us about working with her? 

SHE'S only 21 and she's incredible, I feel very 
old around her! Oddly enough she'd been 
recommended to me for another project that 
I might do next year. When I knew they were 
casting this, I texted Allan to say that he 
should check out this girl Ann Skelly, I didn't 
know a huge amount about her but from what 
I've seen she was brilliant. 

Cut to two weeks later, Allan texted me to 
say that she was doing it. She's lived up to the 
hype and she's so fun, which is important. 

She looks unbelievable in every image and I 
think she's going to be quite something. She'll 
be amazing in this and I think she will be a 
big deal. 

What drew you to the script of Death 
And Nightingales? 

IT has beautiful use of beautiful sounding 
language in it. I was worried about my 
American agent reading it as there's so much 
slang from the north of the country that even 
I don't know all of it, so I thought they are 
going to think it's a whole other language. 

But it's been lovely using that speech and 
you only should do something if the script 
resonates with you, as does the character, and 
I've been in a lovely position that Allan has 
been whispering in my ear about it as he's 
been writing it about Liam Ward, so I 
knew I was going to like it and that 


doesn't happen often. 

I like the way Allan writes and the 
words fit in my mouth. It's very 
comforting. 

You got to film in Northern Ireland, 
where you're from, was it good to 
return home? 

I LOVE working in Northern Ireland, 
anywhere in Ireland. The magic thing for 
me is the crew, as a lot of them worked on 
various series of The Fall. That's a huge 
benefit when you are comfortable with 
people around you on set, you have a 
laugh with them and have something 
personal with each one of them and 
socialise together. Every job you do feels 
like a very odd family but when you have 
history together it's great - they are a great 
bunch. 

I love people from this part of the world, 
they are the best people in the world. 

I'm quite rubbish about coming home 
unless I have to work, I can count on one 
hand how many times I've been back here 
since finishing The Fall series three, so it's 
been brilliant and seeing parts of the 
country that I didn't know existed. 

The weather has been glorious the 
entire time and I love the light here.

F ORMER First Lady of the 
United States Michelle 
Obama has revealed the 
struggles and successes of her 
life in her new autobiography, 
Becoming. 

The great-great-granddaughter of a 
slave called Jim Robinson, she was 
born in 1964 in Chicago's South Side 
and became a successful lawyer after 
studying at Princeton. 

In her book, the 54-year-old also 
tells of her eight years in the White 
House, and speaks of motherhood to 
daughters Malia, 20, and Sasha, 17, 
and marriage to Barack, 57. 

RACE AND CHILDHOOD 

THE daughter of a city labourer and 
secretary and homemaker, she had 
loving parents but still experienced 
racism. Michelle recalls how her 
brother Craig was picked up by the 
police after getting a new bike one 
summer. 

"A police officer accused him of 
stealing it, unwilling to accept a 
young black boy would have come 
across a new bike in an honest way," 
she writes. 

Her parents explained it was unjust 
but "unfortunately common" 

And one of her Princeton room¬ 
mates was moved simply because 
Michelle was black. The room-mate's 
mother was upset her daughter was 
sharing a room with a black woman, 
so she campaigned for the university 
to separate them. 

Michelle did not know about this at 
the time and says: "I'm happy to 
say that I had no idea why." 

FALLING IN LOVE 

BARACK was on 
placement at her law 
firm, Sidley Austin, 
when they met in 1989. 

She was a junior 
associate and he was 
10 minutes late on his 
first day. 

They became friends 
but she had sworn off 
dating. Then, after lunch 
one day, he said: "I think 
we should go out." 

But after their first lass she admits: 
"Any worries I'd been harbouring 
about my life and career and even 
about Barack himself seemed to fall 
away." 

She says she was intrigued by him, 
adding: "To me, he was sort of like a 
unicorn - unusual to the point of 
seeming almost unreal." 

HER FATHER 

HER father, Fraser Robinson III, was 
diagnosed with multiple sclerosis 
when he was in his 30s and Michelle 
was a young girl. He died after a heart 
attack at 55, in 1991, and Michelle 
recalls his final hours. 

"Keeping his gaze on me, 
my father lifted the back of 
my hand to his lips and kissed 
it again and again and again. 

It was his way of saying, 

'Hush now, don't cry! With 
those lasses he was saying he 
loved me with his whole 
heart."

10, was worried no one 
would celebrate with 
them as the roads were 
empty.

behaviour was not only "crazy 
and mean-spirited” with 
"underlying bigotry" but 
also stirring up threats 
against the First Family. 

"Donald Trump with 
his loud and recldess 
innuendoes was putting 
my family's safety at risk. 
And for this I'd never 
forgive him," she writes. 

In her epilogue, she 
also ends any hopes 
supporters may have of her 
emulating her husband and standing 
for president. "I have no intention of 
running for office, ever," she says. 

THE QUEEN 

IN THEIR last year in office, 2016, the 
Obamas made a final state visit to the 
UK "which included a quick trip to 
see our friend the Queen" 

Michelle says her husband has 
always had a soft spot for Her 
Majesty, as she "reminded him of his 
no-nonsense grandmother, Toot" 
They were impressed at how 
efficiently the Queen dealt with 
people in a receiving line with 
"friendly hellos',' leaving no 
opportunity for banter. 

At that last visit, they 
were to be driven from their 
helicopter into Windsor Castle 
by the then 94-year-old Prince 
Philip, with Michelle in the 
front passenger seat, 
according to protocol. 

But they were thrown when 
the Queen wanted Michelle in 



the back with her. When they 
hesitated, she said: "Did they give 
you some rule about this? That's 
rubbish. Sit wherever you want." 

FIRST NIGHT IN WHITE HOUSE 

RECALLING her first night in the 
White House, she says: "I remember 
seeing very few people upstairs 
beyond the butlers, who were 
strangers. 

"I remember, in fact, feeling a little 
lonely as I moved down along a 
hallway, past a bunch of closed 
doors... Now, suddenly, I felt very 
much on my own." 

After the exhausting 10 inaugural 
balls, she admits it all became too 
much. 

"I was so exhausted I thought I 
might cry. As Barack stepped over the 
threshold and got promptly sucked 
into the room, I froze for a split 
second, then pivoted and fled.” 

DIFFICULT MOMENTS 

MICHELLE reveals the only time 
Barack asked for her to join him in 
the West Wing in the middle of the 
day was after the Sandy Hook 
massacre in December 2012. 

She writes: "My husband needed 
me. He'd been briefed in detail on 
the graphic, horrid crime 
scene... the bodies of 20 
first-graders and six 
educators torn apart by a 
semi-automatic rifle."

I F RED lippy is about as

METHOD 

1. Heat the clarified butter 
in a wide, heavy-based pan 
to 160°C. Meanwhile, peel 
and grate the potatoes. 
Season the grated 
potatoes, then add them to 
the hot butter. Fry for five 
to eight minutes or until 
almost tender, stirring the 
pan frequently. 

2. Tip the potatoes into a 
colander or sieve set over 
a large bowl. Leave to 
drain for about 10 
minutes, then season the 
potatoes with salt and 
pepper to taste (discard 
the butter drained into 
the bowl). Spread out the 
potatoes in a thick layer 
on a baking tray lined 
with baking parchment - 
you want a 2cm thick 
layer once the potatoes 
have been pressed. 

Place another 

sheet of baking 
parchment on 
top, then weigh 


down with another heavy 
baking tray. Chill for at 
least an hour. 

3. When ready to serve, 
heat oil for deep-frying to 
180°C. Slice the chilled 
pressed potato into 
'chips’ 5cm long, 2cm 
wide and 2cm thick. 
Deep-fry for a few 
minutes until golden and 
crisp. Drain on a tray 
lined with kitchen paper, 
then dust with a little salt 
and vinegar powder. 

4. To make the powder, 
simply mix the two 
ingredients together. 

Store in a salt shaker. 

5. To make the taramasal¬ 
ata, tear the bread slices 
into smaller pieces 
direcdy into a food 
processor. Add the cod's 
roe, peeled garlic and 
milk. Blitz together. With 
the machine running, 
trickle in the oil. Once 
emulsified, add lemon 
juice to taste. Spoon into 
a piping bag fitted with a 
plain round nozzle. 
Refrigerate until needed. 

6. Pipe three dots of 
taramasalata on each 

'chip! Garnish 
each dot 
with a frond 
of fennel 
and serve. 



S IT down for a chat with 
chef Jason Atherton 
and he will remind 
you, several times if 
needs be, that we are 
"only on this earth for a short 
period of time, right?" 

His urgency - this is a man 
who has opened 17 restaurants 
in seven years - is simultane¬ 
ously terrifying and infectious. 

So it might be a surprise that 
the Sheffield-born 47-year-old 
is only now releasing his first 
bound recipe collection, Pollen 
Street: The Cookbook. It 
features recipes that regularly 
appear on the menu of his 
flagship restaurant Pollen 
Street; seasonal, elegant dishes 
that Jason feels he and his team 
have "100% nailed to the floor" 
"Number one is flavour, 
number two is presentation," 
he says of his culinary priori¬ 
ties. "A lot of restaurants, it's the 
other way round. For me, it’s 
got to taste great, or there's 
absolutely zero point to having 
it on the menu," - or in the 
book. 

Arguably the book is more 
coffee table tome than a 
practical guide for everyday use 
in your kitchen, but Jason is 
sanguine about that fact. "I'm 
big into fashion, but could I 
make a suit the same as 
someone on Savile Row? No, of 
course I can't, they've been 
making it for 30-40 years. I've 
been cooking for 32 years - can 
you make an omelette as nice 
as mine? No. Course you can't 
-1 wouldn't expect you to." 

Instead, he explains, "if you 
can cook, to a half decent level, 
a lot of it is achievable, yes, but 
did I make this book thinking, 
'Could people do this at home?' 
No, but I would hope that 
people would buy it to try to do 
a little bit of what we do, to try 
to unlock a little bit of the 
magic of Pollen Street; that's 
the key." 

A regular on Saturday 
Kitchen, and formerly an 
executive chef at Gordon 
Ramsay's Maze restaurant, 
Atherton considers food his life 
- he still does his own grocery 
shopping. 

"Some people dedicate 
themselves to food, like me,

some people dedicate them¬ 
selves to politics, to art, to you 
name it, and anyone willing to 
dedicate their life to anything, I 
think it's worth celebrating," he 
explains.

He might eat at the world's 
most prestigious restaurants 
with his family, but if you ever 
find yourself at Dubai airport, 
you'd be wise to look out for

Dubai is his "hub" - he has a 
restaurant there and is often 
travelling through - so if he feels 
he's been "good enough" in the 
gym, Atherton will treat himself 
to a burger, "then I feel guilty all 
the way back to London." 

"It's like 
everything," he says with a grin, 
"if you drink too much wine, it’s 
going to be bad for you; if you eat 
fast food every single day, you're 
going to get obese; if you eat 
Michelin star food every day, 
you're going to get obese.

If you want 
to have a Shake Shack, have a 
Shake Shack; enjoy yourself."

That can 
include aging or fermenting in 
oak, or stirring on the lees. 

Chardonnay loves such treat¬ 
ment. Whatever winemakers 
choose to do, this grape always 
puts its hands on its pips and 
says "go on then, bring it on".

All my Christmas choices this 
week are chardonnay wines, more 
by coincidence than design, as I 
was on the look-out for wines 
which sit perfectly alongside 
food. 

I'll start with Extra Special 
Barossa Chardonnay 2018 

(Asda, £5.98 until December 9) 
which is partially fermented in 
French oak. 

This is a great value white as 
there's some complexity but not 
too much if you're nervous about 
wines that make a statement. My 


notes said "apple, lemon, with a 
hint of baking spice". 

The Co-op has introduced 
several new wines this season 
and one is Vandenberg Adelaide 
Hills Chardonnay 2018 (£10) 
which is a refreshing, not-too- 
heavy chardonnay from South 
Australia's Adelaide Hills region. 
Aged in French oak, it boasts a 
creamy texture and you can 
taste the citrus and pear 
without your palate being 
overpowered. 

Tesco finest* Gisborne 
Chardonnay (£9) is nurtured 
in the Gisborne region on 
the North Island. Grapes 
are fermented in oak and 
the result is a wine which 
has lovely tropical fruit 
notes and a zesty finish 
alongside a nuttiness that 


intrigues. 

We'll leap over to France for 
Macon Villages, Burgundy 
Chardonnay (£10, Marks and 
Spencer) which is a comforting 
hug of a white wine. A rich 
unoaked chardonnay, it is creamy 
and smooth with a sharp hit of 
apple and a whisper of peach and 
a delicious buttery aftertaste. 

When I met Spar's wine consult¬ 
ant Philippa Carr MW the other 
week, she told me her favourite 
wine in the retailer's new range 
was Bourgogne Chardonnay 
(£9, pictured left) and it is 
indeed rather tasty. It is 
unoaked and has a nice 
bite of apples and a good 
acidity. 

We'll stay in France for 
the classy Louis Jadot 
Pouilly Fuisse 2017 (RRP 


£20, Tesco, Morrisons, Nisa, 
Wholefoods, pictured below) 
which has seen half of the grapes 
partly fermented in vats and the 
other in oak barrels. 

This gives layers of freshness 
and fruit, but has a creamy, nutty 
mouthfeel which cushions those 
same delicious fruits. It is elegant 
and special. 

ALSO IN MY GLASS: If you're a 
vegan but you don't want to miss 
out on a drop of cream liqueur 
this Christmas, then Marks & 
Spencer has the answer. Vegan 
Chocolate and Coconut Cream 
(£12) hits the spot. Its yummy.

110g unsalted butter 
250g ground almonds 
375g caster sugar 
45g T45 or plain flour, sifted 
310g egg whites (from about 
8 large eggs) Flaked 
almonds, for sprinkling 
For the cherry jam: 

250g Morello cherry puree 
5g agar-agar powder 
To serve 
Icing sugar 





METHOD: 

1. To make the cake, first brown the 
butter over a medium heat. When 
melted, continue to heat, swirling 
the butter in the pan every so often, 
until it has browned and smells 
nutty. It should reach a temperature 
of 140°C. Strain through a fine sieve, 
then leave to cool to about 40°C. 

2. Preheat the oven to 170°C/150°C 
fan/Gas Mark 3. Mix together the 
ground almonds, sugar and flour in 
a large bowl. Put the egg whites into 
a Thermomix set at 40°C and whisk/ 
blitz until warmed. Fold the egg 
whites into the dry mixture in two 
stages, then gently fold through the 
warm brown butter until just 

combined. 

3. Pipe or spoon the cake 
mixture into 16 greased 
non-stick 7cm tardet tins 
set on baking trays. 
Arrange flaked 
almonds on top of 
each 'tartlet' in a

neat ring. Bake for 20 minutes, 
rotating the baking tray after about 
10 minutes to ensure even cooking, 
or until golden brown and the cakes 
feel slighdy springy. Leave to cool. 

4. Make the cherry jam. Put the 
cherry puree and agar into a 
heavy-based saucepan and bring to 
the boil, stirring. Let it boil for two 
minutes or until the agar has 
completely dissolved. Pour into a 
shallow container and cool, then 
chill for about an hour or until set. 
Scrape the mixture into a blender 
and blitz until smooth. Pass the jam 
through a fine sieve, then transfer to 
a squeezy bottle. 

5. Set a tartlet on each serving plate 
and dust with icing sugar. 

6. Pipe a little mound of cherry jam 
on top and serve immediately.

NEXT morning, we headed into 
Hyde Parle, which was a lovely way to 
spend a morning, rather than 
bushing the kids onto the tube. And 
cheaper too. 

It took us just 20 minutes to reach 
the Natural History Museum, 
walking past the Albert Memorial 
and the Serpentine Galleries. The 
Diana Memorial playground was 
nearby too. 

The Natural History Museum was 
top of my list and, having seen Dippy 
the Diplodocus skeleton on tour, I 
was keen to see the 25-metre blue 
whale skeleton suspended above 
Hintz Hall. It looked every bit as 
impressive as Dippy, and the hall 
itself is a wonder. 

Best of all, the museum is free, 
which is great for families. There can 


be queues, but we went to the side 
entrance on Exhibition Road and got 
into the museum in no time. 

We spent ages looking at the 
skeletons in the Blue Zone then 
went into The Vault to see the 
precious stones. The Red Zone is 
great too, especially as you go up an 
escalator into a 'red planet' and 
learn all about earthquakes and 
volcanoes. 

In the run up to Christmas, there's 
an ice rink and a carousel outside 
the museum, together with wooden 
chalets serving winter warmers like 
mulled wine and hot chocolate. 
There was a wonderful atmosphere. 

STOP NO 4: COVENT GARDEN: 

WE rounded off our visit with a 
wander round Covent Garden. 

Already dressed for Christmas, the 
ceiling of the famous arcade was 


lined with huge mistletoe sprigs and 
looked amazing. 

We watched street entertainers and 
window shopped until taking the 
short tube trip back to the hotel to 
head home.

I T'S GREAT to go sightseeing 
with the kids, exploring all the 
places you've not visited since 
you were children yourselves.

STOP N01: TOWER OF LONDON: 

MY eldest has been studying the 
Gunpowder Plot at school so was 
keen to see the place where Guy 
Fawkes was tried for treason. 

Queensway tube station was just 
five minutes walk down the road 
from the Thistle Hotel, where we 
were staying on a Family Package. 

So in no time at all we found 
ourselves at the Tower of London - 
which is something of a misnomer 
as there actually a total of 21 towers 
to take a look at. 

We joined the queue to see the 
Crown Jewels, which moved fairly 
quickly - do it early rather than 
queuing at the end of your visit. 

The jewels are such a spectacle 
and we all thoroughly enjoyed 
learning about the history of them 
before seeing the gems for 
ourselves. 

Next, we went into the Fusilier 
Museum which tells the story of the 
British infantry regiment from its 
formation to the present day and 
walked the walls before heading 
into the White Tower, a magnificent 
building which houses lots of 
impressive armoury. 

From here, we went to the Bloody 
Tower, infamous due to the 
mysterious murder of two young 
princes Edward V and Richard 
Duke of York, which is believed to 
have taken place there. 

Their haunting and captivating 
story is movingly projected onto the 
white walls inside of the tower. 

This is also home to the tower's 
new 'Lost Garden' exhibition to 
mark the 400th anniversary of the 
death of the famous adventurer Sir 
Walter Raleigh, one of the tower's 
most famous prisoners who used 
the courtyard outside the Bloody 
Tower to grow plants from the New 
World and experiment with 
ingredients for an 'Elixir of Life.' 

STOP NO 2: BUCKINGHAM PALACE: 

MY youngest wanted to see 
Buckingham Palace so we arrived 
there just as it was getting dark and 
saw the lights coming on.

experience, it's understandable that the idea 
of tackling such tasks might be 
overwhelming - but why are we losing the 
motivation to do-it-ourselves? 

According to the Pilkington poll, laziness, 
poor skills and lack of time are among the 
most common excuses, with 41% saying 
they'll get the jobs done eventually (we all 
know this can go on for years!). 

A further 26% admit they haven't fixed an 
issue because they've simply got used to 
living with it, while 21% confess they don't

Of course, if you don't have any DIY 


know how to tackle the task. Almost half 
(40%) said they'd rather call in the 
professionals to get the job done. 

"We used to be a nation of proud 
DIY-ers, but it seems the pace of modern 
life has left us with little time to get around 
to fixing those all-important jobs," says 
Pilkington's brand and communications 
manager, Julia Berkin. "Rather than 
spending time on home projects, 
homeowners are instead looking to the 
experts to help with renovations, and 
relying on innovative products that make 
their lives easier." 


SHOULD WE DITCH THE DIY DREAD? 

To be fair, sometimes time really is short and 
there's no rule that says we have to add 'DIY 
expert' to our ever-expanding lists of 
demands. Plus, if a job really would be better 
handled by a professional, well, that's what 
they're there for, right? 

But that said, if we're totally honest, 
procrastination and laziness are often the 
main culprits in why we aren't getting things 
done ourselves, and many DIY tasks might 
actually be a lot simpler than you think (not 
to mention a lot cheaper to taclde yourself). 


H ave we lost our DIY 
mojo? OK, so some 
of us never had any 
desire or inclination 
to get handy with the 
hammers and 
paintbrushes to 
begin with, and 

wouldn't have a scooby when it comes to 
spanners and spirit levels - but there was 
a time when every household at least had 
a toolbox, maybe a workbench in the 
shed or garage, and the will and 
know-how to taclde at least those 'safe 
and simple' DIY tasks. 

This may no longer be the case, 
though, as many of us are now certified 
DIY-dodgers, according to a new survey 
by glass specialist Pilkington 
(pilkington.com/en-gb/uk). 

Broken toilets, damaged walls and leaky 
taps top the list of tasks we just can't seem to 
get around to taclding, the poll of 2,000 UK 
homeowners found, with 21% of respondents 
admitting they were 'happy' to live with holes 
in their walls, rather than attempting to fix 
them. Meanwhile, 17% said they put up with 
dripping taps, and 14% confessed to living 
with a malfunctioning toilet! Broken door 
handles, it seems, are a DIY job 12.5% are 
happy to dodge. 


SIMPLE WAYS TO FILL A HOLE 


Experts at Homebase (homebase.co.uk) talk us 
through one of the most-dodged DIY jobs - 
filling a hole in a wall... 

■ PREPARING THE DAMAGED AREA 

Use a bolster chisel and club hammer to remove all 
loose material around the area to be patched, and 
undercut the edges. Then wire brush the brickwork 
to remove all loose material. 

■ MIXING THE NEW PLASTER 

Mix according to the manufacturer's instructions. 
Use a gauging trowel to sprinlde the plaster powder 
into the water, while stirring with a clean stick. 
When the plaster is thick and creamy without 
lumps, turn it onto a dampened board. 

Hint: To prevent lumps forming, always add the 
plaster to the water and not the water to the plaster. 

■ FILLING THE PATCH WITH PLASTER 

When the plaster is ready, thoroughly dampen the 
area of the wall that needs patching. Use a 
plastering trowel to slide a good amount of the 
mixture onto the plasterer's hawk, pictured. 
Standing close to 
the patch, tilt the 
hawk towards 
you and, with a 
continuous 
movement, lift 
half the plaster 
onto the trowel. 

Hold the trowel 
horizontally but 
slightly angled 
towards the wall. 

Press the plaster 
into the patch and 
move the trowel up the wall, gradually flattening it. 
Avoid flattening the trowel against the wall as this is 
causes suction and pulls the plaster off the wall. 
Repeat this process until the patch is slightly 
overfilled, but don't overwork the plaster, as this 
weakens it and makes it fall off. 

■ SMOOTHING OFF 

Once the surface is covered, smooth to an even 
thickness, holding the trowel at a slight angle so 
only one edge touches the plaster. 

After about 45 minutes, it will start to set. Once 
this has happened, go over it again lightly with a 
dampened trowel to smooth the surface. After a 
further 20-30 minutes, splash the surface with cold, 
clean water then trowel to a fine, smooth surface. 

Be sure to keep the trowel damp and not to 
overwork the surface. 

■ FILLING DEEP HOLES 

If the patch is deep, you might need to put on two 
layers of plaster. To do this, apply the first layer to 
half the depth of the patch. When it has partially 
set, scratch up the surface and leave it to set fully 
without drying out. Apply a second coat, and 
repeat the process above.

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T rays of brightly 

coloured cyclamens 
are being stacked 
high in garden 
centres, florists and 
supermarkets as the 
retailers get ready for 
Christmas. 

These pretty flowers in vivid pinks, 
purples, reds and white are a reliable 
source of colour and beauty in the 
very depths of winter. 

But cyclamens aren't just for 
Christmas - some species will start 
flowering at the end of summer and 
into autumn, while others can 
commence in January right through to 
spring. 

Because they originate in the 
Mediterranean, cyclamens usually go 
dormant during the summer so that's 
the one season you don't see them 
flower. 

Cyclamen hederifolium appears in 
September (or sometimes even late 
August) when its delicate pink 
fragrant flowers open on naked stems. 

The ivy-like marbled foliage comes 
next, knitting together to form a 
delightful tapestry. 

When planting the tubers don't go 
too deep - about two inches is fine. 

Most cyclamens like a bit of shade 
but this one will tolerate sun as well 
and, true to its Mediterranean roots, it 
likes its soil to be well drained. Rather 
than plant singly, I'd recommend 
digging a hole big enough to take half 
a dozen plants and then let them self 
seed, creating a naturalised effect. 

Cyclamen coum will take up the 
flowering baton in winter. These look 
lovely in the shade under trees, amid 
ferns, aconites and snowdrops. 

Their delicate pink flowers are 
held over kidney shaped foliage. 
Mulch in spring after the leaves 
die down. 

Because they disappear 
completely, be careful when you 
are hoeing in the summer and 
try not to disturb them. 

Then there is the florist's 
cyclamen, the indoor variety, 
usually Cyclamen persicum. 

This is too tender for outdoors 
but is also a bit fussy indoors. 

The problem is it doesn't like 
to be overheated which our 
dwellings often are mid-winter. 

A cool unheated conservatory 
is ideal for them. 

Getting the watering right is a 
balancing act between not 
letting the compost dry out 
completely but not keeping it too wet 
either as the stems and tubers will 
decay. 

Water from the base to avoid 



wetting the stems and foliage but flowering, as many do, but it is a 

don't leave the pot sitting in water as perennial which, with some care, 

this is a sure way to drown them. should re-flower again next year. 

You can either discard after To do this, allow the plant to go 


dormant when it finishes flowering in 
spring. You are trying to replicate what 
happens when they are growing in the 
wild - their leaves will go yellow and 
die. 

Move to a cool area, a garage would 
be fine, and discontinue watering. 

Around September/October bring 
the plant back to the light and resume 
watering and feeding as they wake up. 


I love using these plants for 
Christmas decorations - plant in a 
bowl with some gravel at the base for 
drainage and then cover the compost 
with some moss. 

While it's tempting to buy in full 
flower, try to choose plants with lots of 
buds. 

That way you'll get to enjoy them a 
lot longer! 



Planting, pruning and weed-pulling 


■ If you are forcing hyacinths 
for Christmas, have a peep at 
them to check their growth. 
Leave them in the dark under 
black plastic until at least an 
inch of growth is showing. 

■ Plant up hippeastrum bulbs 
for a delightful display of these 
exotic blooms. 

■ You've probably finished with 
mowing the lawn but you can 
give your garden a neater

appearance for the winter by 
cutting the edges with a lawn 
edger to provide a crisp finish. 

■ Warm weather in October and 
November means there have 
been guite a few weeds 
growing, so on clement days, 
try to pull out a few. 

■ Tie in climbing roses to 
prevent wind damage - old 


nylon tights tied in a figure of 
eight between stem and 
support work well. 

■ It's the right time to prune 
deciduous hedging but leave 
evergreen hedges until spring. 

■ Clean tools before putting 
them away for winter. Fill a 
small bucket with sand and oil 
and dip the metal parts of tools 
in - this will clean and oil them 
for winter.

CAMELLIA SASANQUA J MINE-NO-YUKI' 


The sasanqua camellias are 
sometimes known as 
Christmas camellias due to 
their seasonal flowering. 

'Mine-no-yuki' translates to 
English as 'snow on the ridge', 
a lyrical description of the 
snowy white blossoms of this 
beautiful shrub. 

Also called 'White Doves', the 
semi-double blossoms have 
yellow and gold stamens, the 


leaves are dark, glossy and 
green. Its weeping habit and 
compact size make it an 
excellent choice for small 
gardens. 

Grow in acidic, well-drained, 
rich soil with a thick layer of 
mulch for moisture retention in 
summer. Dappled shade is 
perfect and avoid east-facing 
positions where morning sun 
and frost can damage buds.

London house prices plunge 
but it’s not so grim up north 


F orget London and 
the South East. If 
you want property 
going up in value 
head for the North 
of England. New 
reports show 
prices in the 

capital area are falling fast - with 
those in the plummiest districts 
plummeting the most. The new 
hot spots are Blackpool, Durham, 
Lancaster and many other towns 
outside London. 

Few commutable to London 
areas have gone up in value - 
Swindon is an exception. But 
otherwise, those looking for home 
price growth should head North 
- Yorkshire, Lancashire, Humber¬ 
side, the north Midlands and 
many parts of Scodand. 

To find bargains look at towns 
previously ignored. Blackpool, 
Lancaster and Durham are among 
the fastest price movers, new 
figures suggest. 

Between the first and second 
three-month period of this year 
the number of homes sold in 
Blackpool increased by 17%, 
according to online estate agents 
Housesimple's research in Land 
Registry statistics. 

In figures covering 60 towns 
and cities, seven out of 10 areas 
registering the biggest growth in 
property sales in the second three 
months of the year against the first 
quarter were in the north of 
England. Many parts of Scotland 
and Wales are currently bucking 
the national trend of falling 
prices as well.

Overall, online estate agent 
RightMove says the average price 
of property coming to the market 
in the UK was down by 1.7%, or 
£5,222, in November alone. 

It said the biggest falls were in 
London, where typical asking 
prices fell £10,793 (1.7%) and in 
the south-east of England, where 
prices were down £8,647 (2.1%). 
This means some of the most 
expensive London properties have 
now lost up to £250,000 over the 
past two years. 

The move away from the priciest 
areas is due to several factors. 

Affordability is vital. When even 
modest homes are 15 to 20 
times annual earnings, few can 
buy. Some prices fall. If 
Manchester is too expensive, then 
someone looking for a bigger 
family house might look at 
Blackpool - it's still within daily 
travelling distance. 

The buy-to-let tax rules have 
changed. It's now more expensive 
to buy a second home because the 
taxman hits you harder. So some 
would-be landlords decide not to 
bother.

I S it a People Mover or a Sports 
Utility Vehicle? That's the 
question some would-be buyers 
of the third generation and latest 
version of Nissan's flagship 
go-anywhere X-Trail will probably 
ask themselves. 

Either way they shouldn't be too 
worried about what it's actually 
called because this latest incarnation 
has two big plus factors going for it - 
it's still has bags of practical interior 
space and is far more refined with 
now more technology on board. 

The fact that it sits on the platform 
of the company's smaller Qashqai 
and also inherits much of that 
successful model's running gear, 
interior fittings and furnishings plus 
the latest on-board technology 
means it has a great deal and more 
going for it in what is a highly 
competitive sector. 

From the outside there are 
distinctive traces of the Qashqai but 
the X-Trail does have a wider front 
grille, different bumpers, chrome 
side mouldings and LED daytime 
running lights and again it's offered 
with either 2WD or 4WD and also 
either five or seven seats. 

Those buyers wanting to have the 
seven seats (those two rear ones are 
really for children than adults) will 
have to pay around £1,000 for the 
privilege and anyone wanting to opt 
for the Xtronic CVT automatic 
transmission (only available on the 
diesel cars) will have to fork out 
another £1,500. 

Standard across the range though 
is an extremely competent six-speed 
manual gearbox which on the 
1.6-litre 128bhp diesel model, tested 


here with 4WD, proved to be efficient 
with decendy smooth up and down 
movement. 

There is a bigger, two-litre diesel 
available - it's Renault sourced and 
as used in the current Koleos - which 
makes sense if the owner is towing a 
large, family sized caravan or heavy 
boat while for petrol fans there's just 
the one engine on offer her, a 1.6-litre 
163bhp turbocharged unit. 

There are the usual four Nissan 
trim levels, starting with the entry- 
level Visia, then Acenta followed by 
the N-Connecta (tested here) and 
then the range-topping Tekna. 

The 1.6-litre diesel is on average in 
my view the best buy because it has 
excellent low down torque (i.e. 


pulling power), decent enough turn 
of speed when out on the motorway 
and offers outstanding fuel con¬ 
sumption for what is a large vehicle. 

With five adults on board and 
driving over 400 miles in a day, 
admittedly mainly on motorways 
rather than stop/start town traffic, it 
returned a creditable 48.2mpg 
without the driver trying to feather¬ 
like on the accelerator pedal. 

The other general comments from 
the passengers was how comfortable 
the ride was on good, lumbar 
supporting seats and also for a diesel 
how quiet and refined it was all day, 
some not realising there was a diesel 
engine under the bonnet. 

Yes, when first starting up from 


cold the diesel is a bit noisy but that 
soon evaporates when the engine is 
warmed up and out on the open road 
there was remarkably little wind or 
tyre noise - it's certainly better in this 
aspect than most of its rivals. 

Sitting on 18-inch wheels on the 
test car you still feel some of the 
bumps and humps on our roads but 
it's not an uncomfortable experience 
and overall it's much improved on 
the previous model. 

For the driver it won't be the most 
exciting experience motoring around 
in this car but it's easy to drive, 
competent enough and overall with 
its light feeling steering is really 
relaxing and once taking it off-road it 
does the job required. There's a small 


switch handily positioned down near 
the gearstick to move it in and out of 
4WD in such conditions with also the 
added advantage here of hill assist. 

The fascia and dashboard are 
much in the mould of the Qashqai 
with a sensible to use seven-inch 
touchscreen and well laid out 
controls and dials while the N-Con- 
necta trimmed test car also had a 
impressive list of standard features 
on board. 

These include a raft of safety 
features such as lane departure 
warning, front and rear parking 
sensors, bird's eye view parking 
camera, anti-lock brakes, electronic 
stability control, six airbags and 
much more. 

For techno buffs they may be 
disappointed that there's no Apple- 
CarPlay or Android Auto on board 
but there is Bluetooth for calls and 
audio streaming, plus DAB and all 
linked into the NissanConnect 
system. 

Opting for the more practical and 
cheaper five-seater model means 
there's a decent 445 litres of luggage 
space which with the rear seats 
folded down flat increases luggage 
capacity tol,996 litres. 

Also there's a clever arrangement 
in the boot which has a floor offering 
two horizontal separate loading areas 
and overall Nissan claims it has 18 
different configurations in the boot 
- thankfully too there's a hands-free 
electrically operated tailgate. 

Certainly changes to this latest 
X-Trail may be subtle but they are 
practical and useful for both driver 
and passengers who will also find it 
has bags of head, leg and knee room 
and in this respect about the best in 
class.

T HE most powerful iteration 
of JLR's Ingenium petrol 
engine is making its way into 
the Jaguar XE as a special 
edition 300 Sport model. 

With 300ps on tap from its 2.0-litre 
turbocharged engine it's good for 0 to 
60mph in 5.4 seconds and limited to 
a maximum of 155mph. 

That's true sports saloon perfor¬ 
mance and although not quite as 
quick as the V6 supercharged version 
it replaces the new XE Sport is 
certainly more economical. 

It's also all-wheel-drive and that 
results in great grip under all 
conditions - and with some clever 
electronics it can handle wintry 
weather with confidence. 


Priced from £45,640, the Sport is 
the new range topper to the XE range 
and some £2,500 cheaper than the 
V6. 

Official fuel economy is 36.7mpg 
and with emissions of 175g/km it is 
almost 20g/km cleaner than its 
predecessor and on our run in the 
new 300 Sport we saw an average of 
27.2 to the gallon. 

On the road the 300 Sport is more 
refined than the V6 and with four 
drive modes plus a sports setting to 
go at there's plenty of fun to be had. 

The engine is the same as Jaguar is 
fitting to the entry level versions of 
the F-Type two seater and it is 
certainly no slouch. 

Mated to an eight-speed automatic 
transmission - complete with paddle 
shifters for manual operation - it can 
work through the gears with some 


venom if required. Left to its own 
devices and it is a smooth as any 
other Jaguar saloon but the Sport in 
the name of this model gives a clue to 
what it does best. 

Engage dynamic mode and switch 
the transmission into sport and the 
XE is transformed with a throaty roar 
from the exhausts, stiffer handling all 
round and rapid response under 
acceleration. 

Change drive mode and the 
instrument panel changes too, with 
central dial switching from a speedo 
to a rev counter with the remaining 
information displayed in a smaller 
cluster to the right. 

The chassis of the XE has always 
been one of the best and with power 
automatically adjusted for optimum 
traction on all four wheels it can 
deliver one of the most rewarding 


drives around - certainly a match for 
anything from the German car 
makers. 

It's best appreciated on the track 
where it comes into its own in a 
specific mode which relaxes the 
stability controls but even on regular 
roads - and without the track setting 
engaged - it impresses. 

The XE Sport is dressed in proper 
fashion too and comes with black 
brake callipers, bright metal foot 
pedals, 300 Sport branded tread 
plates and plenty of yellow stitching 
on black leather sports seats and the 
steering wheel. 

Sat nav, Bluetooth and a full set of 
safety aids are standard and so are 
parking sensors. 

The car we tried came with a 
number of extras including 20-inch 
alloys, adaptive dynamics, electric 
rear sunblinds and an active safety 
pack which adds the likes of adaptive 
cruise control and lane keeping. 


As such the car cost £59,500 yet 
nevertheless that is still competitive 
with alternatives from Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes-Benz. 

Outside, the XE 300 Sport has 
subtle design cues such as a small 
but effective boot spoiler finished off 
in dark grey as are the side vents on 
the front wing, the sills and the door 
mirror caps. 

There's also 300 Sport badges on 
the grille and boot, highlighted in 
yellow and repeated on the steering 
wheel and the brake callipers. 

And as with other XEs the Sport 
comes with Jaguar's All Surface 
Progress Control system which works 
like a low-speed cruise control and 
gives the car plenty of grip on poor 
surfaces such as snow and wet grass. 

In this class of car it's a traction 
management system none of the 
others have and is standard on all XE 
models with auto boxes, regardless of 
engine.

THERE were a fantastic four medals 
and a string of excellent results for 
Harlow Gymnastics Club at the 
Essex County Levels competitions in 
Colchester.

He turned towards goal, skipped 
around another defender, before 
slotting the ball underneath the 
home goalkeeper to lift the Hawks 
out of the relegation zone.
